Mr. Cri/pe, and Mr. C:ke (the chief Sub- 
jects of the enfaing Relation) were both 
Perſons of good Repute; the former is 
a private Gentleman who in his younger 
Years was ſo well eſteem'd by an antient 
Gentleman of the ſame Name, that he 
left him at his Death, a conſiderable Ad- 
dition of Fortune only for that Reaſon ; 
on which Mr. Cr:/pe liv'd fo happily and 
neighbourly, that he gain'd the Character 
of one of the moſt civil and inoffenſive 


Gentlemen in Great Britain. Mr. Ciks 


was a Barriſter at Law, and tho' by Rea- 
fon of his Profeſſion, he could not bear ſo 
inoffenſive a Character as Mr. Criſpe (whoſe 
Siſter he married) yet as was ſaid, he had 
a general good Reputation, which no one 
durſt aſperſe. He was a Man of good Car- 
riage and genteel Behaviour, and always 
aſpir'd to keep the greateſt Company. So 
that it ſnould ſeem to be owing to his Am- 
bition to be conſpicuous, that was the firſt 
Occaſion of his eee an evil Eye on his 
Brother's Wealth, and of his forming ſo 
many 
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many Deſigns upon his Life, being at his 


Demiſe to have about 150 l. per Ann. fall 
to him; Mr. Criſpe being become Child- 
leſs, not without ſome Suſpicion of Poy- 
ſon, tho' not entertained by any till the 
Diſcovery of the following inhumane Fact. 

After divers Conſultations and Projects 
which prov'd abortive, Mr. Cr1/pe was pre- 


vailed upon to go with his Lady and ſome 


other Friends, on New-years-day, to ſup at 


the Houle of Mr. C te, his Brother-in-Law, 


in St. Edmunds Bury ; where it is not doubt- 
ed but they met with good Cheer and kind 


Entertainment, at leaſt to outward Appea- 


rance, and accordingly ſpent the Evening 


very apreeably, as fearing no Harm ; bur 


their innocent Diverſions did not laſt long, 
for about Ten a-Clock the two Brothers 
having left the reſt of their Company 


above Stairs, and being together by them- 
| ſelves below, Cike perſuaded Mr. Criſpe to 


go into the Churchyard on pretence of 
viſiting one Mrs. Mont, where, as it ap- 
pears by the following Confeſſions, he de- 
liverd him up to Moodburn his Butcherly 
Aſſaſſin, who gave him 3 or 4 Blows, while 
e his 
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his Maſter C ſtay'd, with a Hedging 
Bill, and afterwards follow'd them fo cloſe 
that he lefr him for dead, and went Home, 
as Mr. Cee had done before. But Mr. 
Criſpe having recover'd ſome Part of _ 
Senſes, made a ſhift to find his Way t 
Mr. Coke s Houſe, where he end» a 
moſt diſmal mangled Object, to the Sur- 
prize of all the Company, eſpecially to 
Mrs. Cri/pe, who was then at Cards. Ci#ke 
diſſembled the Matter ſo well, that with 
bis Hands lifted up he cry'd, "Land: / that 
fuch an Accideat as this ſhould happen 10 
4% my Brother, when 1 invited him to Sup- 
per! Art the Liege Time Mr. Criſpe en- 
deavour'd to ſpeak, but having always an 
impediment in his Speech, he was ſo faint 
that they could not underſtand him; fo 
that the Authors of this inhumane At- 
tempt thought themſelves ſecure from be- 
ing 1 for ſome Days. 

But after this bloody Act was noiſed a 
broad and came to the Ears of one John 
Carter an honeſt Blackſmith (living on the 
Backſide of the Red Lyon Inn in the Mar-

Mr. Wetherell ſaid, What ſignifies that 15 
you? dont ſuppoſe that you were one of 
the Perſons concern'd in the Wonndimng of 
Mr. Criſpe, or know any I hing of the Mat- 
ter. Carter reply'd, I am apt tn think that 
I know the chief Perſon that was concerned 
in it; and I wiſh it may not prove fo. Then 

Mr. Wetherell told Carter, If he thought 
be was in the Right, it would he his beſt 
Way to go before Alderman Wright, and 
give his Information upon Oath, which Car- 
ter agreed to, and laid the following In- 
formation before him and Mr. Macro. |

if * AT John Woodburn came to him 

- the ſaid John Carter on Friday the 
29th of December laſt, to inform him that 
Mr. Cope would ſpeak with him; and the 
ſaid oodburn ask'd Carter, if he ſhould not

help him to all the Gentlemens Work 
round the Country! (this was the ſecond 
Time that H/oodburn came to Carter, ha- 
ving been with him from Mr. C:k- abou 
a Week before ; but Carter being other- 
wiſe employ'd, forgor the Meſlage) accot- 
dingly, on Woodburr's Encouragement, 
he went to Mr. Cs Houſe, and Coke's 
Man ask'd Carter his Buſineſs, and being 
told that his Maſter had ſent for him by 

IV oodburn, Michael Mortlack inform'd hi. 
Maſter that Carter was below, Coke imme- 
diately order'd his Man to bid him come 
up Stairs. Upon which Carter went up to 
him, and Mr. Cy E; ask'd him if he could 
help him to a Horſe, with ſeveral other 
eo Queſtions, as, Whether his 
Houſe did not want Repair, or if he did 
not think he ſhould make him a good 
Landlord, or Queſtions to the ſame Effect. 
Then Mr. Coke enquir'd of Carter how þis 
Circumſtances ſtood; laying, That he was 
 credibly inform'd be bad almoſt loſt his Buſt- 
neſs; that he was jar gone in Debt, and 
was ſearſul of a Coal: then put the Que- 
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ſtion to him, How much he might owe. A f- 
terwards he asked Carter, If he could Rzep 
one of the biggeſt Secrets in the World? Car- 
ter anſwer'd, Jes, I can keep a Secret enher 
zo ſerve my ſelf or a Friend. After a little 
more Diſcourſe, wherein Promiſes of Se- 
crecy were enjoin'd, Mr. Cike ask'd Car- 
ter, If he could cut five or fix Mens Heads 
off without Scruple of Conſcience?

you upon Joaking 2 Do you make a Scru- 
ple of Conſcience of this, when the NRagues 
above have done ten Times worſe ? They 
have ruin'd whole Families, and brought 
Gentlemen of Eſtates to be Beggers. Car- 
ter ſaid, Sir, I ſuppoſe you mean the South 
Sea Gentlemen: Cite reply'd, Yes, I do, 
for cutting Mens Heads off is but a Trifle 
to that.

After which, 
Mr. Coke? fetch'd a Bottle of Brandy, and 
gave Carter a full Glaſs, and ask'd him if 
he would have any more; Carter thank'd 
him, and ſaid he did not care for drinking 
too much in a Morning. Well, Carter, 
ſaid Mr. Cote, I would have you go Home 
and conſider of it, and if you think you 
can be able to cut a Man's Head off, come 
to me again in two or three Days, and

The ſame Night that Mr. Coke was 
committed to the Goal, he deſir'd to ſee 
the Gazette, and the next Morning Con- 
feſs'd the Fact to the Goaler and his Wife, 
deſiring them by all means to ſecure Wood- 
burn; Mr. Wetherell promis'd him that 
he would, and accordingly went about it; 
but for fear of Neglect, Coke ſent his Man 
Michael after him, who ask'd Mr. Wethe- 
rel, if he had ſeen Woodburn, telling him 
his Maſter's Concern and Fear, leſt he 
ſhould eſcape.

hn Woodburn ſays he has been Labou- 
rer to Mr. Arundel Coke, about 11 
Years, that he always had his Wages paid 
him very punctually; that he could men- 
tion ſeveral Ill . that were acted by 


Mr. Coke, but he forbears the Relation of

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That about Bartholomew Tide, or Bar-

Coke telling Wood- 
burn that he would ſend his Man Michael 
with his Dogs to Rimer, within 3 Miles 
of Thetford, in the Morning, ſo that if 
they could kill Mr. Criſpe, Coke would 
immediately ride to Rimer to courſe with 
the Dogs, and thereby take off any Suſpi- 
cion that might be conceiv'd againſt him; 
ſaying, that he would not ſpare his Dun 
Horſe, But Mr. Criſpe did not happen to 
go to Saxham that Day, and ſo they were 
diſappointed; however Coke gave Wood- 
burn 6 d. and they went the ſame After- 
noon to view the Ground about Siccle(- 
more, Coke going through Mr. Ewins's 
Yard of Horringer, and water'd his Horle 
there, while Woodburn went over the 
Heath by the Red-Houſe; but it being 
late, has came to no Reſolution then, 
but went another Time, and upon looking
